Artificial ice for Vulcan reach¬ 
ed the committee stage last Fri¬ 
day night when a number of town 
business men and district farmers 
met to discuss possibilities of such 
a project. 

The meeting was arranged by 
the Vulcan and District Junior 
Hockey Association and held in the 
Legion club rooms with associa-- 
tion president, Harris Matlock as 
chairman. 

Taking part in discussions were 
Morley Scobie, Boyd McKay, Stan 
Scales, Phil Lucas, Leonard 
Voisey, Bill Richardson, Frank

This committee, with Bill Rich¬ 
ardson as chairman, met following 
the original meeting, to investi¬ 
gate the problem of financing. At 
the outset it was made clear that 
neither the town nor the County 
were to be solicited for any grant 
It was felt money raised in this 
manner would have a direct in¬ 
fluence on future individual taxes 
and this is to be avoided. x 

A survey of several other arti¬ 
ficial ice plants around thet pro¬ 
vince will be made to establish 
costs, methods of financing and 
construction of these rinks. 

Present thought is that the local 
arena could be renovated and 
used with the long range view of 
developing it into a type of recre¬ 
ational centre. Along this line a 
suggestion was made that if a 
cement floor was run the arena 
would have an increased value and 
make it suitable for more pur¬ 
poses than winter skating and 
hockey.

NOTICE 

Following representations made to the Council 
of the Town of Vulcan, the Council have introduced 
and given first reading to the following By-law. 

It is intended that Second and Third Readings 
and final passage of the By-law will be made at the 
next meeting of the Council. 

BY-LAW No. 425 

A BY-LAW of the Town of Vulcan to be known 
as the Curfew By-law. 

Under the authority and pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of Section 306 (b) or the Town and Village ^Aet, 
the Council of the Town of Vulcan enacts as ijollows: 

THAT IT shall not be lawful for anv child under 
the age of sixteen years to be on the streets within 
the limits of the Town of Vulcan after the hour of 
10:00 p.m., unless accompanied by a parent or 
guardian. 

THAT CHILDREN may attend social functions 
extending after the hour of 10:00 p.m., but in such 
cases they must be met and accompanied by a par¬ 
ent or guardian before proceeding from the place at 
which such social function is held. 

THAT FOR any breach of this By-Law, the par¬ 
ents, guardian, or person legally responsible for any 
child who violates any of the provisions of the By- 
Law shall be liable to the penalties imposed by By- 
Law No. 1 of the Town of Vulcan. 

THAT FOR the purpose of this By-Law 
“Guardian” shall mean any person appointed by law, 
or a responsible person appointed by a parent to be 
responsible for the conduct of a child. 

THAT BY-LAW No. 319 of the Town of Vulcan 
is hereby revoked.

FARM PROFITS 
FROM TREE CROPS 

The Gordon Commission estim¬ 
ated that by 1980 Canada will need 
28 million cords of pulpwood to 
meet the expanding requirements 
of her wood-using industries. At 


present, almost one-third of the 
pulpwood supply comes from 
farmers and other owners of pri¬ 
vate woodlands. These tree¬ 
growing properties are capable of 
a heavy increase in their wood 
crops, through modem technical 
methods now being applied 
through the Canadian Tree Farm 
Movement. Forest industry hopes 
to draw a high percentage of Its 
future raw material from the 
600,000 private woodlands which 
are now producing a small frac¬ 
tion of their capacity.
